VANCOUVER'S CARNIVAL. 

It Is n Grand Success— The Great Feature 
the Trades Procession— The Even, 
inn's Illuminations. 

Vancouver, Aug. 81. — (Special)— The 
first day of Vancouver's great carnival 
is unanimously pronounced to have been 
a great success. From early morning 
tho streets were crowded ns they never 
were before, and before the day was 
ended every hotel and boarding house in 
the city had its full complement of 
visitors. 

The great feature of the carnival was 
the trades procession, which wits a huge 
success. Not only was it a triumph from 
an artistic point of view, but from its 
variety, it being of great length. It is 
estimated by many that tho procession 
was half a milo long. All the principal 
merchants and manufacturers were 
represented. The floats were too numer- 
ous to describe in detail. Among the 
best features were Okell & Morris' dis- 
play of fruit, and the typographical van 
of the Typographical Union. The hitter's 
very creditable float conspicuously dis- 
played the Union label magnified five 
times. A newspaper edited by a Union 
man wuh distributed in the crowd. The 
procession terminated by an excellent 
drill by the boys' brigade. 

In the evening the city was a blaze of 
glory, the illuminations being general 
and some of them handsome. The eiti- 
zens and guests, with mu-ic, dancing, 
boating and driving, made the merry 
hours fly till the thickening fog warned 
them of the coining morn.

Chief Justice Davie and tlio Elec- 
tions—Competitors at Domin- 
ion ltille Matches. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug, 31.— In the House of 
Commons to-day Hon. Mr. Prior was 
informed by Hon. Mr. Davies that it 
was not the intention of tho government 
to bring down any railway subsidies this 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte informed Hon. yir. 
Prior that the government had unde 
consideration the question of improving 
the telegraph line between Victoria and 
Carmanah Point. 

Hon. Mr. Davies informed Hon. Mr 
Prior that the new fish hatcheries would 
be erected this year. The government 
are taking steps to select sites on both 
the Fraser and Skeena Divers. The 
British Columbia members had urged 
upon him the importance of certain works 
in British Columbia waters. He hoped 
that when the supplementary estimates 
came down the hon. gentlemen would he 
gladdened. 

Regarding a steamer for patrolling 
British Columbia waters Hon. Mr.. 
Davies said it would cost $10,000 to lit 
up tho Douglas, and as to an appropria- 
tion this year it was not possible to make 
any promise until the present minister 
bail tho opportunity of looking carefully 
into tho matter. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier told Mr. Craig that 
the date for a plebiscite on prohibition 
had not yet been fixed. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier informed Mr. Mc- 
Innes that the government was not 
aware that Chief Justice Davie took part 
in the recent elections in British Col- 
umbia. The matter had not been 
brought to the attention of the govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Davies i3 considering a re- 
quest to extend the fishing season at 
Nootka Sound for two weeks longer. 

The Senate will adjourn for eight or 
ten days, ns soon us the address iB 
passed. 

Riflemen from all parts have come 
here by every train for the Dominion 
matches commencing to-day. 

The claim of Spain to participate in 
the advantages conceded to France 
under the French treaty has been ad- 
mitted and collectors of customs are 
authorized to refund any excess of duty 
on articles affected by the treaty which 
have been imported from Spain since 
the treaty went into effect. 

Mr. Bostock is going to move for 
papers in connection with land grants in 
Revelstoke to tho Kootenay Smelting 
Company.

Suicide is supposed to bo the cause of 
death. 

Town of Tignisb Destroyed, 

Halifax, Aug. 31. — The town of Tig- 
niab, P. E. I., is reported to have been 
almost entirely wiped out by fire last 
night. Six or seven blocks, including 
nearly all the principal places of busi- 
ness were destroyed. The loss is heavy. 

Died on a Train. 

Port Arthur, Aug. 81. — Word has 
been received here to-dav from North 
Bay of the death of Mrs. G. E. Marks on 
the train. She was on her way to Mont- 
real for medical treatment. Mis. Marks 
waa accompanied by her husband and 
nurse. 

Chinese and Japanese Poll Tax. 
Hamilton, Aug. 31.— The local trades 
and labor council endorse the proposal 
to increase the tax on Chinese entering 
Canada from $50 to $500 and extend it 
to cover the Japanese. 

Will Not Visit Eastern Canada. 
Montreal, Aug. 81. — George C. F"ob- 
ter, who went to New York to invite Li 
Hung Chang on behalf of Montreal Chi- 
iiHiueu to visit Montreal, has returned 
and reported that the Celestial statesman 
expressed regret that his time would not 
allow 1dm to viBit Eastern Canada. 

Cut in Cut Nolls. 

Montreal, Aug. 31.— Tho Canadian 
Cut Nail Association, at a mooting held 
here on Saturday, decided to make a re- 
duction of five cents a keg in cut nails. 
P. Holland, of Toronto, was elected 
president.

Trial at the Nanaluio Assizes, 

Naxaimo, Aug. 31. — (Special)— The 
preliminary hearing of the charge against 
Ephraim Hodgson of murdering John E.

Hodg- 
son was therefore committed to take bis 
trial at the next assizes, which will bo 
held the last week in November.

V-ANCOUVBR, Aug. 31.— The sockeye 
season ended at noon. The fish caught 
during the five days' extension did not 
add much to the pack. Several canneries 
are going to can eohous so that the 
Fraaer river pack alone is expected to 
reach -100,000 cases. 

Max Ams, an Eastern fish king, has 
contracted to purchase all the sturgeon 
caught in the Fraaer. The Dominion 
restrictions on sturgeon fishing are very 
BJVere and the sturgeon fishermen have 
asked to have them modified. 

The Chinese merchants of Vancouver 
will welcome Li Hung Chang in Oriental 
Style, with fireworks and triumphal 
arches. 

The steamer Gapilano arrived from 
the halibut banks yesterday with 50,000 
halibut. 

Crane & Thomas' magnificent new 
Commercial hotel was opened yesterday. 
The Victoria lacrosse team were the lirst 
guests. 

A picked team from the Fifth regiment 
will play Vancouver at cricket on \Ved- 
nesday. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminbtkk, Aug. 31. — The total 
pack of the Fraser is expected to reaeh 
-100,000 cases, including cohoes. The 
sockeye run ended last night. 

Thirteen hundred cases of salmon 
were shipped over the C.P.R. yesterday 
for England. 

The Rev. Brother Miehels wan or- 
dained to the priesthood yesterday by 
Bishop Durien. 

Six hundred dollars worth of damage 
was done to the sawdust hopper next to 
the power house yesterday. The lire 
brigade saved much valuable property 
by promptly responding to the alarm. 



THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

Present Condition of Affairs as Bad as It 
Possibly C-n Be— The Constantinople 
Riots. 

Behmn, Aug. 31. — The main subject of 
discussion between the Russian minister 
for foreign affairs, Prince Lobanoff-Kos- 
tovsky, and Prince Ilohenlohe, the im- 
perial chancellor, and between the Czar 
and Emperor William will be the East- 
ern question, especially its Armenian 
and Cretan features. A thorough en- 
tente between Russia and Germany is 
probable, The opinion prevails in diplo- 
matic circles here that the Eastern ques- 
tion has now reached a point requiring 
vigorous and concerted action on tiio 
part of the European powers, and that 
t-uoh action is imperative. 

London* , Aug, 31. — The foreign office 
has received dispatches from Mr. 
Michael Herbert, the British charge 
d'affaires at Constantinople. The situ- 
ation is said to be about as bad as it can 
be. British sailors and marines have 
he m landed to protect the embassy of 
Gr j<it Britain, the British consulate and 
the British poatoffiee. The Mussulmans 
attacked the Armenians and com in i ted 
all kinds of excesses. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople gives a personal inter- 
view with Frank Barker, who was left 
in place of Sir Edgar Vincent as hostage 
during the negotiations between Armen- 
ian "leaders in the Ottoman bank raid, 
und Turkish officials. The dispatch 
s iys : " Mr. Frank Barker stated the 
invaders told him they intended to 
seize the Cretlit Lionnais' oflices and 
explo le a bomb there. It was part of 
their plan to raid the Voivoida police 
station at tlie same time. The mobs 
consisted entirely of the lowest classes in 
Constantinople and suburbs, Lazzuroni, 
the Kurea and men who work along the 
wharves of the city. It is now estimated 
that over -1,000 persons were killed. 

CoXSTANTTNOI'I.B, Aug. 111. — An official 
search of the school at Sainatia disclosed 
thirty-six bombs, seven explosive caps, 
several boxes ol revolvers, ammunition, 
dynamite, etc., in the mistress' cup- 
board. All has been quiet here since 
yesterday evening. Great uneasiness 
prevails among the British residents in 
villages on the shores of the Bosphorus, 
where Armenians have sought refuge. 
It is feared the houses will be attacked. 
The British charge d'affaires, has order- 
ed the British guardship Dryad to re- 
move families desiring protection. The 
American eollege at Hissar and the 
Bible house at Stamboul are guarded by 
troops, The Galata quarter is quieter. 
All the shops are closed, and no Armeni- 
ans are seen in the streets. There was a 
fresh panic yesterday, owing to a bomb 
being thrown while soldiers were return- 
ing from the Solamlik. Nobody was hurt, 
Scores of dead have been thrown into 
the sea in order to save the trouble of 
burying. Tlie British charge d'affaires 
has refused the request of -the Sultan to 
withdraw the guards of British marines, 
saying he cannot do so until the dis- 
orders are thoroughly quelled. The 
commission appointed on Friday last by 
the minister of police to inquire into the 
revolutionary rioting, consisting of eight 
Christians und Mussulmans are sitting. 
Four hurdred Mussulmans accused of 
excesses have already been arrested. 

It is impossible to give the exact num- 
ber of victims of the rioting. In the 
street between DolmbagoeheandTopanze 
it resembled a field of battle. Fifty 
bodies were counted there. The house's 
of Armenians in various quarters have 
been pillaged, and Galata and Pera are 
occupied by the military. The Armen- 
ians are greatly alarmed, and the out- 
break of the revolutionists is generally 
condemned na criminal madness, but 
the authorities are censured for permit- 
ting the Mussulmans to attack innocent 
persons.

WrxN-it'Kd, Aug. 31. — (Special) — There 
was a light frost all over the province 
last night, but not sufficient to do seri- 
ous damage to tlie crops. The wheat is 
now nearly all cut except in late dis- 
tricts. Grain is now being marketed at 
several points in tho province and near- 
ly all the buyers are on the ground they 
will occupy for tho coining season, or 
will be thero before the end of tho week. 
Stockton, Brandon, Douglas and 
Oak Lake are points well ahead 
with harvest work. The price of 
wheat on the country markets is be- 
tween 40 and 44 cents for No. 1 hard. 
The Commercial in its weekly review of 
the crop situation says: "Satisfactory 
progress has been made with the harvest 
this week, the wheat is nearly all in 
stook in some of the early sections. In 
other districts there is considerable late 
wheat which lias not been cut yet. Over 
half the crop, however, is now in stook. 
The weather was very changeable, vary- 
ing from very warm to decidedly cool, 
and there was some fear of frost on some 
nights. Light local frosts were re- 
ported from a few points, but 
there were no general frosts, and it is 
not believed that any damage was 
done. Regarding 'the first frost men- 
tioned last week it is thought there will 
he some damage in spots in a limited 
area in tho West, hut if so it will only 
he in a small territory. Two or three 
ears of new wheat have been moved. 
The new crop iB believed to be particu- 
larly free from smut. It is said that 
oats are not all well filled out owing to 
damage from rust, and the yield will not 
he nearly as large as the standing grain 
would indicate. This is also true of 
wheat, in some cases the heads not be- 
ing filled out, but the deficiency is more 
marked in the case of oats."

Proves More Thau a Match 
for the Champion. 



Vancouver's Double Victory on the 
Lacrosse Field— Oregon Cricket 
era Again Defeated. 



Although British Columbia's tennis 
champion, Mr. J. P, Foulkea, wag not 
successful in winning the international 
championship singles at the great Ni 
agar tournament, he lias amply evi- 
denced in the later and equally im 
portant mutches on the programme that 
he is on equal terms with the best play 
era of the world. It was Fritz Ward of 
Rochester, the winner of the AU-comers 
event, to whom Foulkes lost in the open 
singles, and the press telegrams in com- 
menting upon this match noted that 
Foulkea was hadly handicapped by hav 
ing a much inferior racquet. In the 
handicap singles he had his revenge, 
playing on equal terms with Ward and 
defeating with eaBe Bueh atars as 
Broughton, (Joodwin, Davis and Whit- 
man. His match with the latter won 
him the right to play Wrenn, 
the world's champion. They met 
in the final yesterday and 
Foulkea (owes 15) had the honor of beat- 
ing for the iirst time this season the van- 
quisher of Ilovey. Wrenn played owing 
half 30, but was unable to stand the pace 
set him by the young star from the West, 
Foulkes never once losing his head, and 
pulling out the match on a score of 7-5. 
6-4, 4-0, 6-8. 

The other great event of yesterday waa 
the defence by Carl B. Neel, of Chicago, 
of the international cup, which Fritz 
Ward, of Rochester, had won the right 
to challenge for by his victory in the 
open singles. Although Wfard put up a 
plucky game the brilliant volleying and 
net work of the Chicago crack proved 
too strong for him and he was defeat- 
ed in three straight sets, the score 
standing 0-2, 0-3, 0-3. The match, 
however, was brim full of good tennis. 
Neel played with remarhable skill in 
covering his position at the net, and it 
was seldom that the ball slipped past 
him. His smashing was fast and well 
placed, and Ward's attempts at lobbing 
were punished with a force and accuracy 
that left little chance for return. Ward 
lacked a good deal of the brilliancy which 
made him eo successful laBt week, and 
Neel went through him more eapily than 
was expected. This makes Xeel'a aecond 
; victory in the international tourna- 
' ment, and a. third success will 
give him the cup as permanent property. 
It is hoped that Foulkes will arrange an 
extra match with Keel before returning 
home, so that the people of both East 
and West may determine their relative 
superiority. It was a great blow to the 
American contingent when the colors of 
Wrenn were lowered; ,i second triumph 
for the British Columbian would com- 
plete their humiliation and astonish- 
ment, Another Victorian, Mr. P. S. 
Latnpman, was also among the winners 
in the great tournament, he with King 
of Toronto carrying off the novice 
doubles.

M A N D PAGTUBK AND SALE or BREAD. 

3S. All household bread manufactured by 
any porsou In the city for «alo, or offered for 
sale, or sold in the city, shall be of good and 
wholesome Hour or meal, and shall not con- 
tain any alum or other matter known to be 
injurious to health, and shall bo of the full 
weight of one and one-half pounds, aud three 
pounds respectively, for tho small aud large 
loaves, and shall be marked with the number 
indicating the weight of said loaves. Tho 
term " household bread" to Imply to all bread 
when two or more loaves are baked in one pan. 
All other kinds are to be termed " fancy bread," 
and not to come under tho meaning of this 
clause. 

Seo. 2. Tho following Is hereby Inserted as 
the Appendix to the Market By-Law, No. 148:—

Regulations for the Working of Street 
Railways in the City of Victoria, 



Whereas the Council of the City of Victoria 
deem It necessary and requisite for the protec- 
tion of the persons and property of tho public 
that the Regulations hereinafter contained 
shall be made for operating Street Railways in 
tho City of Victoria: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria enacts aB fol- 
lows: 

1. No car weighing with its passengers more 
than eight and ono half tons shall bo allowed 
to croBB the James Bay bridge or the Rock Bay 
bridge, and no such car shall bo permitted or 
suffered to carry over either of the said bridges 
more than SO passengers at any one time. 

2. No car shall be propelled at a higher rate 
of speed than four miles an hour when crossing 
any bridge or trestle work, and when on a 
bridge or trestle work no car shall approach 
closer to any other car than 200 feet. 

3. Should thero be any loot passengers on any 
crossing before the carapproaches the same, tho 
car shall bo stopped so as to permit such pas- 
sengers to cross. 

4. Each car is to bo supplied with a gong, 
Which shall be sounded by tho motornccr or tho 



driver when the car approaches to within lifty 
feet of each crossing. 

fi. Tho cars 6lmll not bo wilfully driven 
against any person or animal whilst b^Ingupon 
or crossing any of the streets of the city. 

G. No passenger shall be allowed to ride or 
travel on the roof of any car. 

7. No car shall carry more passengers than 
tho same can conveniently accommodate, and 
tho number of passengers each car can accom- 
modate shall be previously fixed and deter- 
mined by the City Engineer or Surveyor, and 
indicated upon a card posted inside, and paint- 
ed iu plain figures on tho letter board outsido 
of each car. 

8. The route through which each car has to 
run shall be conspicuously marked, atllxcd or 
indicated In letters on the outsido of the car, 

9. After sunset the cars shall be provided 
with coloured signal lights, on the front and 
rear of the roof, and the route shall bo indicated 
iu letters on such lights. 

10. Smoking shall only be allowed on the front 
platform of closed ears, and tho rear seat and 
platform of open cars. 

11. No car shall be allowed to stop on or over 
a crossing, or in front of any Intersecting 
streets, except to avoid a collision, or prevent 
danger to persons in the streets, or for other un- 
avoidable reasons, aud no cars shall be left or 
remain In tho streets at any time, unless wait- 
ing for passengers. 

12. When It shall be necessary to stop at tho 
Intersection of streets to receive or leave pas- 
sengors, Ibe car shall be stopped so as to leave 
the rear platform slightly ovor the last cross- 
ing. 

13. Conductors or motorueers, or drivers, shall 
bring the cars to a stop when passengers get on 
and oil' cars: Provided, however, that the cars 
shall only be required to stop at public erosi- 
ings, or at intersections of public streets, or at 
such other regular stopping places as may ho 
from time to time fixed by the Company. 

14. There shall be a conductor as well as a 
driver or motorneer on each car, except oil 
such portions of the lines as maybe hereafter 
determined by the Corporation. 

15. The cars Bhall bo properly lighted. 

16. The Consolidated Railway Company shall 
keep all Its car tracks freo from Ice and snow, 
ang shall remove such ice and snow to any place 
that the City Engineer or Surveyor shall direct 
The Corporation may, at its option, remove tho 
whole, or such part of any iee or snow from 
curb to curb, as It may Bee fit, from any streei, 
or part of 11 street, in which cars are running, 
including tbt snow from the roofs of houses, 
thrown or fallen into the streets, and that re- 
moved from the sidewalks Into the streets, and 
the Company shall pay one-third of the cost 
thereof. 

17. When necessary, in case of fire, the Chief, 
or person in charge of the Fire Department, or 
brigade, shall have the right to cut or pulldown 
any wires of the Company which obstruct tho 
operations of the firemen, or to direct that they 
shall be so cut or pulled down, and also to re- 
quire the Company to stop the running of its 
cars to or near to the building or buildings 
which may be on lire, and the Corporation shall 
not bo liable for any loss or damage tluiB 
caused. 

is. The said Company shall run its cars ovor 
the whole of the streets mentioned in the 
Schedule to the agreement In the Act respect- 
ing the Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, 57 Victoria, chap. 03, 
Statutes of British Columbia, on which tracks 
are now laid, or may hereafter be laid, to the 
present city boundary lines on said slieots. 

19. On or before the 31st of March, 1897, tho 
said Company shall provide, to tho satisfaction 
of the City Engineer or Surveyor, all Its ears 
run ou any of the said streets, with a guard, 
protector or fender upon the front end of each 
car, which guard protector or fender shall ox- 
tend at its foremost point as near to tho road 
bed as shall be practicable, and shall be so con- 
structed and adjusted that any perBon or object 
struck by any Buch car while in motion may bo 
oithcr raised from the ground by the said guard 
protector or lender, and carried along by tho 
said ear until tho same can.be Btopped or bo 
pushed from the track. 

20. No person, when not in danger of injury, 
shall voluntarily get up on any Huch guard pro- 
tector or fender attached to any cur, as herein- 
before provided, whether such oar be standing 
still or in motion. 

21. The said Company, Its successors and as- 
signs and its olliclals and servants, shall con- 
form to and fully carry out all the regulations, 
and rules herein contained. 

22. The said Company, its successors and. 
assigns, and its servants and ofllcinls shall con- 
form to all such further and other regulations 
as the said Council shall from time to time 
deem requisite or necessary to enact for tho pro- 
tection of the persons or property of the public. 

23. In case the said Company shall fail at uny 
time to comply with or contravene any ol tho 
conditions or obligations imposed upon it by 
these regulations, the said Company shall be 
liable to and incur a penalty not exeeedldg ?50 
(fifty dollars) for each and every such contra- 
vention of any- of the said conditions or obllgaa 
Hons, and the enforcement of this section shall 
devolve upon the members of the police force 
of the city.

than its coinage value. It paid it out to 
its creditors and nut in circulation 
among the people at its face value of 100 
cents or a full dollar. It required the 
people to accept it as a legal tender and 
is thus ixo-ally bound to maintain it at 
a parity with gold, which was then, as 
now, the recognized standard with us, 
and the most enlightened nations of the 
world. The government having issued 
and circulated the silver dollar it must 
in honor protect the holder from loss. 
This obligation it has so far sacredly 
kept. Not only is there a moral obliga- 
tion, hut there is a legal obligation ex- 
pressed in public statute to maintain the 
parity. 

Mr. McKinley went on to say that if 
free coinage were established the Gov- 
ernment would be under no obligation to 
keep the silver dollar up to the value of 
the gold dollar. Without this guarantee 
from the Government the coins would 
be worth no more than the sumo weight 
of uncoined silver. Mr. McKinley's 
letter is calculated to strengthen the 
Republican cause in the country, as it 
will have the efl'ect of inducing thou 
auds of Democrats to vote for him who 
would not dream of doing so if there 
was any doubt as to his attitude on the 
silver question. 

Mr. McKinley's views on the tariffnre 
what they have ever been.

FOR SOUND MONEY. 

Mr. McKinley's letter of acceptance 
makes it very clear where he and the 
party of which he is the nominee stand 
on the silver, question. When the cam- 
paign opened he was accused of attempt- 
ing to straddle the fence on that very 
important subject and of giving pre- 
cedence to the tariff question. If Mr. 
McKinley ever had any doubts as to the 
relative importance of the two questions 
lie has got completely rid of them. By 
far the greater part of his letter ol 
acceptance is an exposition ol* hia 
views on the currency question. The 
following paragraphs the upholders of a 
stable currency, by whatever name they 
may be called, or wherever they may 
reside, must pronounce sound : 

" Good money," he has said, "never 
made times hard. Those who assert 
that our present iudustrial and (inancial 
depression is the result of the gold 
standard have not read American his- 
tory aright, nor been careful students of 
events of recent years. We never had 
greater prosperity in this country in 
every field of employment and industry 
than in the|busy yens irom 1880 lo 1892, 
during all of which time this country 
was on a gold basis and employed more 
gold in its fiscal and business operations 
than ever before. 

" We had, too, a protective tariff', 
under which ample revenues were col- 
lected for the Government, and an ac- 
cumulating surplus which was constantly 
antdied to the payment of ttie public 
debt. It is not more money we want. 
What we want is to put the money we 
already have at work. When money is 
employed men are employed. Botli 
have alwava been steadily and remunera- 
tively engaged during all the years of 
protective tariff legislation. When those 
who have money lack confidence in the 
stability of values and investments they 
will not part with their money. Busi- 
ness is stagnant, the life-blood of trade 
is checked and congested. We cannot 
res lore public confidence by an act 
which would revolutionize all the sta- 
tutes, or an act which entails a defici- 
ency in the public revenues. We can- 
not inspire confidence by advocating 
repudiation or practising dishonesty." 
. Mr. McKinley was also very clear on 
a subject which has puzzled many per- 
Bons who have only a superficial knowl- 
edge of the money question. These 
persons find it hard to understand how 
it is that the United States dollar which 
it is admitted is not intrinsically worth 
more than fifty-three cents, is taken by 
the people of the United States, and 
until very lately by the people of Can 
ada, for one hundred cents, and that the 
Mexican dollar which contains more 
pure silver than the United States dollar 
commands only its value as bullion. 
How is it that the United States Gov- 
ernment makes its silver dollar of pre- 
cisely the same value as its gold dollar? 
This is Mr. McKinley's answer to this 
question : 

We have coined Bince 1S78 more than 
■100,000,000 of silver dollars, which are 
maintained by the Government at par- 
ity With gold' and are a full legal tender 
for the payment of all debts, public and 
private How are the silver dollars 
now in use different from those which 
would be in use under free coinage? 
They are to be of the same weight and 
fineness; they are to bear the same 
stamp of the Government. Why would 
they not be of the same value? I 
answer; The silver dollars now in use 
were coined on account of the Govern- 
ment and not for private account or 
gain, and the Government has solemnly 
agreed to keep them as good as the best 
dollars wo have. The Government 
bought the silver bullion at its market 
value and coined it. Having e< elusive 
control of the mintage it only coins what 
it can hold at a parity with gold. 

The profit representing the difference 
between the commercial value of the sil- 
ver bullion and the face value of the 
silver dollar goes to the government for 
the benefit of the people. The govern- 
ment bought the silver bullion contained 



NAXSEN'S VOYAGE. 

Some years ago Dr. Nausea got it in tt 
his heaef'that if a vessel were embedded 
in the ice somewhere north of Asia the 
ocean current would carry her across the 
top of the world, as it were, and take 
him so near the North Pole that it would 
be easy to make a journey to it. He 
was led to form this theory from wha 
he supposed to be the fact of relics of th 
lost steamer Jeannette having drifted on 
an ice floe from the vicinity 
of the New Siberia Islands to 
Southern Greenland. It was known 
that the Jeannette was lost nea 
those Islands, and it was also knowt 
that three years afterwards relics and 
memoranda, apparently from the Jean 
nette, were found on the floating ice 
near Julianebaab, How did those relics 
of a vessel wrecked in the Polar Sea 
near Northern Asia get to Greenland 
There was only one answer to the ques 
tion. They must have drifted there 
The conclusion that Dr. Nansen arrived 
at was that there is a current running 
;n a westerly direction and that if 
vessel strong enough to bear the pres 
sure of the ice were embedded in an ice 
field near where the Jeannette was 
wrecked she would be borne by tha 
to Greenland, and consequently mus 
pass over the North Pole or very near it. 
Dr. Nansen did not know that what 
were" supposed to be the relics of the 
Jeannette were not relics at all but were 
articles placed on the floe by some mis- 
chief-loving young fellows belonging to 
the Greely relief expedition. The matter 
was made the subjectof an investigation 
in Washington. The men did not want 
to peach on the perpetrators of the hoax 
but the story they told made it char 
that the articles supposed to be relics 
were no relics at all. Dr. William II . 
Dal 1, of the Smithsonian Institute, says 
in a letter : 

When a notice from a Danish paper 
was sent to my friend Dr. E. Bessels in 
the winter of 1884-5, giving an account 
of these alleged relics, he began at once 
an investigation, which was facilitated 
by the fact that a number of the men of 
the relief expedition were in Washing- 
ton. A cross-examination of it number 
of these men, at part of which I was pre- 
sent, was conducted at Dr. Beeeels' 
rooms. Averse to tale-bearing, no names 
were mentioned by the men, and I do 
not remember even that the name of the 
ship was mentioned on which the foolish 
hoax was planned. But the evidence of 
the men was to the efl'ect that these 
things had been placed on the ice by 
some of the younger members of the ex- 
pedition, thinking that they would create 
a sensation on one of the following ships 
of the fleet, which might pick them up. 

This apparently harmless hoax was 
productive of very important con- 
sequences. Dr. Nansen, convinced of 
the existence of the current, sailed from 
Norway on the Fram, specially built and 
fitted out for the long and perilous 
voynge, on August 4, 181)3, He sailed 
along the Siberian coast until he arrived 
on September 23 in the neighborhood of 
the New Siberian Islands, which lie a 
little east of the Lena river. Here, in 
pursuance of his scheme, ho allowed his 
ship to get firmly embedded in the ice, 
expecting that he would drift towards 
the Pole. After nine months drifting he 
found himself in latitude 81 degrees 52 
minutes. Here the current took a 
westerly direction. After the ship had 
been in the ice fifteen months she was 
in latitude 83 degrees 50 minutes. Hon 
the current took a southerly direction 
and was carrying the vessel towards 
Norway. He then set out with sledges 
to reach the North Pole. He reached 
latitude 80 degrees 14 minutes. Ho was 
then only 3 degrees 40 minutes from the 
Pole when he was forced to turn back. 
On April 7, 1895, the distance between 
Dr. Nansen and hia companion and the 
North Pole was not greater than that 
between New York and Boston. He 
had gono further North than any other 
Arctic voyager. It seems a pitv 



A New Jersey preacher is reported to 
lave said lately, "Give a woman too 
much power and you will repent it. If 
he lady of the house gets full control of 
lomestic affairs you will soon see her 
coming it over her husband in an alarm- 
ing manner." If this clergyman's theol- 
is not sounder than his philosophy 
lis Baptist congregation will not stand 
him very long. There is no reason to 
conclude that a woman cannot use power 
quite as wisely and quite as moderately 
as a man. When women are placed in 
positions of power and authority they 
are not more apt to abuse it than 
men are. Our good Queen is an 
eminent example of the way in which a 
woman placed in authority can use her 
irerogatives. The institutions presided 
over by women are, we venture to say, 
more judiciously and honestly conducted 
than are those over which men have the 
sole control. That there are tyrannical 
women is quite true, but are there not 
even a greater proportionate number of 
tyrannical men? As for domestic rule it 
is luc'.-y for most men that their wives 
have power in the household. If men 
were the rulers of the family they would 
be sure to make a pretty mess of it. Very 
likely that Baptist preacher was a 
self-ODinionated fool who thought he 
could do woman's work and exercise 
woman's authority better than a woman, 
and felt sore because the plucky little 
woman hia wife would not permit him 
to play the tyrant at home. It would 
be fortunate for him and thousands of 
other husbands if they quietly left the 
women to have their own way in the 
household. The chances are that they 
do mischief as often as they interfere. 
Then there are very many women who 
manage their households, including 
their husbands, for their good, and they 
do not make a fuss about it. Frequently 
the husband struts about fancying that 
he is monarch of all he surveys, in the 
house and out of it, when he is. perhaps 
unconsciously, his wife's most obedient 
servant. The good woman can wind him 
round her finger without betraying by 
word or look that she is mistress of the 
situation. It is, in our opinion, quite a 
mistake to suppose that most women are 
not quite as capable of oxercising power 
as most men; and none hut a weak- 
minded man will try to restrict the pow- 
er of women in the domestic circle. 
There they ought to be s lpreme, and 
fortunately for us all they are supreme.

The Municipal C«uncil of the Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as follows:— 
Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Tioasurer to pay from time to time the amounts 
which become necessary for the services mentioned in the Statement lettered A in tho 
schedule hereto annexed. 

See. 2. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time such sums ot 
money as are named as being payable to the representatives of the Corporation men- 
tioned in the Statement lettered I! in the schedule hereto annexed: Provided that the 
sums in each case so paid during tho year do not exceed in the aggregate the total suma 
of money therein stated, and that the Auditor has certified to the correctness of 'tho ' 
amount payable by initialing the total sum of the voucher, ■• " 11 

Sec. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay to each ollicer of the Corporatiq'ji a 
sum of money not exceeding each month the sum mentioned as allowable to each sahhof-

Sir Charles Tapper Protests Against 
Laurier's Imprudent Declaration 
to a Chicago Reporter. 

Contemplated Base Surrender of the 
St. Lawrence Waterway to 
the United States. 



The following are Die references made hi 
Sir Charles Tapper's 1 great speech on the 
Address to the Chicago Record's interview 
with Hon. Mr. Laurier, in whioh that 
gentleman outlined the policy of the gov 
eminent on u number of very important 
subjects: 

Sir Charles expressed his unbounded 
amazement at the conduct of Mr. Laurier 
in granting an interview to the Chicago 
Record, and at the opinions he had ex- 
pressed. 

I believe, he said, you will search the 
records of statesmanship in any country in 
vain to hnd any parallel for the act, which 
I regard as utterly unjustifiable. It was an 
act of unqualified folly, for I cannot 
imagine any course which the First .Minis- 
ter of Canada could pursue more detri- 
mental toHhe interests of Canada, or more 
calculated to defeat the ends he himself lias 
in view, than to take into his confidence 
the reporter of an American newspaper and 
publish an elaborate statement of the 
foreign policy of Canada through such a 
channel. Bui 1 have a graver objection 
than that. I say it is in the lastdegree un- 
patriotic on the" part of any Canadian to 
commit himself to the statement tho lion, 
lirst minister has committed himself to in 
regard to a great party in tins house and in 
this country. The hou. gentleman charges 
the Conservative party with being hostile 
to the United States and not treating them 
in a proper and friendly manner. Why, 
sir, the statement would be bad enough, 
even if it were true, but it is not true. 1 
say, in the most unhesitating manner, that 
everv historical fact that 1.-.;;.; upon the 
question proves that there is not a title of 
foundation for the statement. (Ap- 
plause.) The Liberal-Conservative party 
and the government of Canada 
during eighteen years have done all 
that men could do to show the people of 
the United States that the people of Can- 
ada were anxious to live on the most 
friendly terms with them. I am aware that 
t lie honorable gentleman had the good for- 
tune to obtain the support of the whole 
press of the United States— I will not say 
any other support— but, so far as the press 
of the United Statea is concerned, the hon- 
orable gentleman has been able by one 
means or another to indoctrinate the peo- 
ple of that country with the impression 
that the Liberal party of this country are 
more friendly to them, and that they are 
more likely to obtain the accomplishment 
of their wishes from them than from the 
Conservative party. Now. not only does 
the fact remain that on every occasion the 
Conservative party have shown the 
utmost desire to" maintain the most 
friendly possible relations between Canada 
and the United States, but that is not all. 
1 say that the lion, gentlemen opposite are 
the men who, whenever there was an op- 
portunity, whenever a question arose be- 
tween Canada and the United States as to 
friendly intercourse, the lion, gentlemen 
opposite are the men who endeavored to 
obstruct and prevent the carrying out of 
those arrangements which were found to 
he calculated to promote cordiality and 
good feeling. 

mil laurier'h canal policy. 
Sir Charles went somewhat deeply into 
the history of the fishery negotiations in 
proof of his assertion, anil (jointed out 
that -Mr. Laurier now expressed a wish 
lo renew the treaty of 1ST!, which 
at the time lie denounced as a 
base surrender of Canada's rights 
and interests. Sir Charles also ex- 
pressed his amazement that Mr. Laurier 
without any authority from parliament, 
should propose to rush into an expen liture 
of fifty or a hundred million dollars to 
deepen the caiuds to 20 teet, and to place 
the St. Lawrence waterway, which was of 
the most vital importance to the people of 
Canada, under the joint control of seventy 
millions of people, of whom sixty-live mil- 
lions lived in the United States. It was 
enough to take one's breath away to find 
the First Minister of the Crown rushing in- 
to such extraordinary declarationsof policy 
to tin- reporter of a foreign newspaper. 
There was no way in which Mr. Laurier 
could have defeated his own object more 
completely than to admit to a United States 
reporter that Canada was practically de- 
pendent upon the great republic to the 
south of us, and that we were prepared to 
go upon our knees for any concession the 
United States might be prepared togive us. 
Sir Charles then strongly condemned Mr. 
Laurier for treating the bonding privilege 
as an open question, when it was secured to 
Canada by a solemn treaty made between 
Great Britain and the United States. Sir 
.Charles strongly protested against the de- 
lay which the government contemplated 
before announcing its policy upon the tar ill 
question. A more fatal policy for Canada 
could not be conceived. Free trade would 
be had enough, n revenue tariff would he 
bad enough, a declaration that the indust- 
ries of Canada were to be struck 
.down would he bad enough, but un- 
certainty was worse. (Applause.) Such a 
course would certainly result in the removal 
of capital for investment from this country 
to the Stales. There was not a business 
man in Canada who was not most vitally 
interested in the tariff policy of the new 
government, and while there appeared, 
judging by the acts of the government so 
far, to have been no necessity for calling 
parliament together to us k for supplies, it 
certainly was their duly, even before the 
present 'house rose, to "let. the people of 
(.'anada know what their liscal policy was 
lo he. As he had said, any decision was 
better than none. Take the great coal in- 
dustry. The question was life and death to 
it. Mr. Laurier had pledged himself in the 
most emphatic terms to make iron free, 
.although in that, matter he would doubtless 
'have some difficulty with the Minister of 
Justice, who had given a bounty for its 
production in Ontatio. (Opposition n]>- 
plause. ) He sincerely trusted that the Pre- 
mier would go forward in the line he had 
adopted during the campaign, t hrowing be- 
hind him all that free, trade rhodomontade 
in which he had been in the habit of in 
dulging a while ago, and would assure to 
the industries of Canada that protection 
which was necessary to them if they were 
to llourish. If he would take that course 
he would find the opposition prepared, not 
only to abstain from obstruction, but to 
join heart and hand with the government 
in promoting the progress and prosperity 
of the country, which protection was abso- 
lutely indispensable. (Great cheering, dur- 
ing which Sir Charles Tupper sat down, 
after speaking about three hours.)

LI HUNG'S KECEPTION. 

Chinese Ambassador Presented to President 
Cleveland— Still More Friendly Relations 
Desired Between the Nations. 

New Yobkj Aug. 80,— Yesterday morn- 
ing President Cleveland formally received 
the Chinese ambassador, Li Hung Chang, 
in President Whitney's ball room, which 
was decoruted with American and Chinese 
Hags. Secretary Olney formally presented 
the distinguished visitor, who warmly 
grasped the baud presented to him by His 
Excellency. 

Li Hung Chang then said: "Your Ex- 
cellency:— It an'ords me great pleasure to 
have die honor to be presented to your 
excellency. The reputation of your highly 
esteemed 'virtues is widely known through- 
out the world, and in you the citizens ot 
the United States of America have in- 
variably placed their conlidence, con- 
sequently the exterior administration and 
interior relations of this great republic are 
in a state of great prosperity. It will 
always be the desire oi my august master, 
the Emperor of China, to maintain the 
most cordial relations with America, whose 
friendly assistance rendered to the gov- 
ernment of China after the Chinese- 
Japanese war, and whose protection 
for the safety of Chinese immigrants 
in America arc always to be highly 
appreciated. 1 am now specially appointed 
by inv august master, the Kmjieror ol 
Chiliad to present to Your Excellency as- 
surances of his most friendly feelings 
toward the United States of America, in 
the hope that Your Excellency will recip- 
rocate his sentiments and co-operate with 
him to promote friendly intercourse be- 
tween our two countries lor the cause of 
humankind. I trust Your Excellency's 
government will continue to afford protec- 
tion and kind treatment to Chinese immi- 
grant! 1 in America and render friendly as- 
sistance to the Chinese government when 
required. -May the people of your nation 
enjoy the blessings ol continued peace." 

When the speech was ended the ambas- 
sador turned to one of his suite and receiv- 
ed from him a package wrapped in silk, 
which, when opened, was seen to be a huge 
sheet of parchment with a gilt and gold 
seal. It was ISarl Li's letter of credentials, 
and was given to the President, who tum- 
id it over to Secretary Olney. The Presi- 
lent in reply to Li Hung Chang, said: 

"Your Excellency: It gives me great 
pleasure to receive at your hands a personal 
letter from your august sovereign and to 
greet you as his personal representative. 
Since" our two countries became bet- 
ter acquainted many incidents have 
occurred calculated to increase our 
ndly relations and not the least grati- 
fying of these are the friendly expressions 
intained in the letter of your Emperor 
and the visit toonrcountry of bis most dis- 
tinguished subject, who has been so honor- 
ably and prominently connected with pub- 
lic affairs in his own country and with all 
that has been attempted in the direction of 
advancement and improvement. Your 
visit to the United States is made more im- 
pressive by the thought that it serves to 
join the most ancient civilization of 
the East and the best type of 
the newer civilization in the Western 
world. Notwithstanding the widely dif- 
ferent characteristics of "the two countries 
the welcome which is tendered to you by 
the government and citizens of the United 
States illustrates in the strongest possible 
manner the kinship of nations. We feel 
that in the arrangement of your tour you 
have not allotted to your sojourn among 
us sufficient time to gain an adequate ob- 
servation of all we have accomplished us 
a nation. It will not, however, escape 
your notice that a rich and fertile domain 
lias here been quickly created by those 
who were assured that they would reap 
what they had sown; that a strong and 
beneficent government has been here es- 
tablished by those wdio loved freedom, and 
that we have a generous and patriotic peo- 
ple who love their government because it is 
theirs, constructed try them, administered 
by them, and protected and saved from 
barm by them. We heartily wish that your 
stay may be most pleasant, and that at its 
close you may enjoy a safe and agreeable 
return to your home and your field of duty 
and usefulness."

Arbitration of Their Claims 
— Review of This Business. 



Bridge Letters and Proceedings of 
Closed Meetings Formally Asked 
For and Refused. 



Loan By-Law Authorized— New Kail- 
way Scheme Endorsed— Work 
of the Police,. 



When the city council mot in regular 
session hist evening, Mayor Beaven pre- 
siding nml nil the members present ex- 
cept Aid. Cameron, the first half hour 
was occupied in the reading of uncon- 
firmed minutes— of the meetings of the 
17th, 21st and 24th ult., this being at 
the instance ol Aid. Partridge who ob- 
jected to their being taken as read, as 
he said there were some meetings at 
which lie had not been present. The 
minutes of the 2-lth ended with 
the proceedings of the open ses- 
sion, the council being stated to 
have adjourned at 10::ir> p. in. 
(The private meeting about the bridge 
waE held in the committee room later, 
and there have been several private 
meetings since.) When the reading 
finished this occurred : 

Tub Mayor— Are there any other 
minutes? 

Tub Cr.EitK— The minutes of the clos- 
ed meetings. 

Ai.d. Partridge— Will you have those 
minutes read, Mr. Mayor? 

The Mayor— No. 

A letter from Thomas Shakespeare 
stated that corporation workmen have 
been cutting n drain through his pro- 
perty on Marion street, and that he pro- 
tests against this unless he is to lie com- 
pensated. The letter was referred to the 
Bewer&ge committee. 

THE WATERWORKS CONTRACT. 

The following letter was " taken as 
read " to save time, > as each alderman 
had been furnished with a copy : 

Victoria, August 31, 1896. 
(Without prejudice.) 
Gf.sti.emen,— ( Re Waterworks)— In reply 
to the communication signed by Mr. Brad- 
ley, dated the 25th instant, referring us to 
Air. Wilniot as to our claims for extras and 
that of Mr. Wilmot dated the 25th instant 
notifying the contractors to proceed, \v« 
have to call attention to our communica- 
tion of the liitli instant, in which we stated 
that our clienis were quite willing to under- 
take the work of removing the cotl'erdam as 
an extra, and proposed that a lump sum 
should be agreed upon as compensation be- 
fore commencing the work, under clause 6 
of the specifications — which aro a part of 
the contract— ami which clause provides 
that In the event of alterations or addi- 
tional work being required, the amount 
paid for such additional work should he 
li^ed before the commencement of the 
work. If this is an extra, then the price 
will be determined; if it is not, then the 
fixing of the price will not prejudice any- 
body. 

That the proposed removal of the coffer- 
dam is an additional work not con- 
templated by the contract und an altera- 
tion of the general scheme as described by 
the specifications, and an extra which the 
contractors are not bound to undertake un- 
til the price has been lixed upon in accord- 
ance with clause 5 of the specifications is, 
we think, hardly open to discussion. Not 
only is it apparent from the strict legal 
construction of the document, but the 
history of the transaction also establishes 
that the intention of all persons concerned 
has always been that the cofferdam should 
be an organic part of the permanent 
structure and not a mere temporary work. 

In support of what we have said, we 
would remind you : 

1. When the tenders were invited Mr, 
Jorgensen, the designer and engineer then 
in charge, informed the persons examining 
the specifications with a view to tendering 
that the removal of the cofferdam was not 
to be done under this contract. 

2. It was explained by Mr. Jorgensen in 
1895 to the contractors and to the then 
council that the space between the coffer- 
dam ami the main dam was to he utilized 
as a settling basin. 

3. Subsecpu ntly a plan of a settling basin 
involving the permanent use of the coffer- 
dam was submitted by M r. Jorgensen to 
the council (for the preparation of which 
plan Mr. Jorgensen was paid). 

i. The present contractors were invited 
to and did tender for that work. 

6. Mr. Jorgensen also in 1895 expressly 
decided and communicated to the contrac- 
tors his decision, that the removal of the 
collerdam was not included in their con- 
tract. 

<i. Still later, the present Mayor raised the 
question as to whether the removal of the 
cofferdam was included in the present con- 
tract, and Mr. Jorgensen then informed 
him that the contract was entered into on 
the express understanding that the cotl'er- 
dam was not to be removed, and that under 
this contract the city could not call for its 
removal, thus confirming bis previous de- 
cision. 

7. No appeals were taken by the city 
from these decisions, and no intimation was 
given to them that the cofferdam was to be 
removed until the 13th August instant, 
when they were winding up their work at 
the lake. 

H. Mr. lieaven will recall that after Mr. 
Jorgensen had stated that thin contract did 
not civil for the removal of the cofferdam, 
some discussion took place in which he 
(Mr. Beaven) expressed the view that a cof- 
ferdam was necessarily a temporary struc- 
ture, and referred in support ot his demand 
for the removal thereof to the collerdam 
constructed in connection with the dry 
dock at Esquimalt when he (Mr. Heaven) 
was Chief Commissioner. 

9. Ata still lateqberiod Mr. Wilmot and 
Mr. Bell took soundings and made investi- 
gations with a view to the construction of 
ji settling basin, and made recommenda- 
tions to the council substantially agreeing 
with the design previously submitted by 
Sir. Jorgensen, and involving as before the 
permanent use of the collerdam. 

10. Mr. Wilniot obtained from the con- 
tractors the terms upon which the corpora- 
tion could have the use .of the contractors' 
pumping machinery for the purpose of pro- 
ceeding with thi! work of construction of 
the settling basin. 

In view, then, of the facts that tbo con- 
tractors' tender was made upon the basis 



that the removal of the cofferdam was not 
a part of the work; that this view was the 
result of representations made to them 
by the Engineer and the Mayor; 
that it was confirmed by subsequent de- 
cision of the engineer, unci was concurred 
in by the then city council ; that the same 
view was subsequently acted upon by Mr. 
Bell and Mr. Wilmot, we think the council 
must see that any attempt, at this date, to 
compel the contractors to remove the coller- 
dam withotit proper compensation would 
be unjust and a breach of faith which the 
courts would not tolerate 

If the council should be determined to 
commit themselves to a policy of repudia- 
tion of the acts and engagements ot their 
predecessors, thecontractors w ill be obliged 
to take the appropriate measures for the 
lection of their rights and ask theeourt 
decide that Mr. Jorgenseu's decision 
above referred to, aro binding on the 
council; but, in order that the interests of 
all parties may not suffer from any delay in 
the completion ol" this contract (which 
certainly would be the result of litigation) 
we now submit a proposal that all ques- 
tions between us be submitted to anew and 
independent arbitrator to lie selected in 
any one of the following ways: 

(1) A single arbitrator to he named by a 
judge of the Supreme court and Mr. Bell; 



(2) Two arbitrators 
M r.

We may add, by way of explanation, 
that any proposal to submit the matter lo 
the decision of Mr. Wilmot would not be 
acceptable for many reasons; he isa per- 
manently salaried officer of the corporation 
and therefore we doubt if lie is qualified to 
arbitrate; further, in any arbitration on 
the question of the roiuavnl of this coffer- 
dam and as to extras, he would be a neces- 
sary witness, and we hardly see how be can 
appear as a witness before himself. This 
proposal which we make is without pre- 
judice, must we think commend itself to 
your sense of fairness. 
" In Mr. Wilmot's letter of the 25th inst, 
there is a suggestion that it is the intention 
to make a test of the filtering bed; with re- 
gard to this, we would ivarn the council 
that to turn water into the beds before 
backing up the slopes of the reservoir with 
nine inches of concrete, would be a danger- 
ous experiment, and if anything were to 
happen, the contractors feel thai the blame 
would attach to the council. The council 
have already been notified by their en- 
gineers Unit 'the walls of the filtering bed us 
planned by Mr. Jorgensen are lighter than 
walls of this character usually are.

Partridge further wished to 
state that he had been notified of another 
private meeting to have been held at 11 
o'clock yesterday morning, though when 
he attended he found then; was no meet- 
ing, lie had since heard that there vvna 
a meeting in the afternoon, but he had 
had no notice of it. 

Tin; Mayor said he had been informed 
that Aid. Partridge sent word he could 
not attend. 

Alii. Paktridgb said that that, message 
was about the meeting announced for 
the morning; not for the afternoon. 

LABOR DAY. 

Ald. Williams called attention to 
the fact that next Monday will be Labor 
Day; doing this, ho said, so that any 
necessary announcement of the holiday 
should not be overlooked. 

The Mayor said the day is made a 
public holiday by act of the Dominion 
parliament; the usual notice, for the 
convenience of the public, will be given. 

A report from the finance committee 
recommended that the insurance on the 
city hall and furniture be reduced from 
flS.oOO to $:W,500; also that the pay of 
the watchmen on the bridge at the foot 
of Johnson street be reduced to $2 per 
day. The report was adopted. 

The special committee appointed to 
interview the provincial government on 
theBtibjectof aid for the proposed new 
bridge ueroBS the Arm, reported having 
received promise of favorable considera- 
tion when Premier Turner returns to 
the city. 

Ald. Pahtuidge ashed if there was 
not a report from the water commis- 
sioner on the position of the waterworks. 
He had seen it in the commissioner's 
office and would like to have it made 
public. 

THE NEW RAILWAY, 

A letter from the promoters of the 
Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern railway 
was read. ' 

Ald. Humphrey moved : ' ' That hav- 



ing carefully considered the route of the j 
proposed Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern 
Railway it Navigation Company and 
being fully aware of the great benefit the 
' railway will bo to the people of this 
city in giving them direct communica- 
tion with a trade that is already estab- 
lished in the great mining districts 
ot Similkameen, Bock Creek, Ket- 
tle River, Boundary Creek and 
Kootenay ; a trade which is 
now one of the greatest in Canada, and 
will increase from year to year, as the 
mines are developed and the country is 
opened up. 

'' Under the present conditions the 
merchants of this city cannot compete 
for this trade with "the merchants of 
Spokane' and other cities in the United 
States, consequently this trade is lost to 
Canada, and is monopolized by the peo- 
ple of the United States, owing to the 
luck of direct railway communication be- 
tween the coast cities of British Colum- 
bia and the mining cistriets above re- 
ferred to. 

" Be it therefore resolved : That the 
council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria fully approve of 
the" construction of the said rail- 
way, and respectfully ubIc that a 
charter be granted and every encourage- 
ment possible be given to the said com- 
pany, so that the road may be built at 
the earliest possible date." 

The Mayor suggested that a " white 
labor" provision he inserted. 

fihD. Williams, speaking in support 
of the resolution, which lie too thought 
should include n white labor clause, re 
ferred to the success of railroad terries 
on Lake Michigan and elsewhere; and 
as he thought this scheme an altogether 
feasible one, which would help to relievo 
the burden of interest the city now pays 
on the Victoria it Sidney railway, he 
hoped the resolution would pass. 

Ald. Macmillam supported the pro- 
position; so did Aid. Partridge who 
thought that Victorians should also 
move in the direction of bonussing the 
IC. A N. railway to tbo north of the 
Island, to bring "this city .in close connec 
tion with the fisheries up there. 

Abu. Wilson would support the reso 
Intion if a w bite labor clause were put 
in. As evidence that there is no scarcity 
of that, he stated that Seattle was last 
year able to employ white labor at the 
low rnte— almost Chinese wages — of 
$1.50 a day. 

A.LD. Makciiakt also supported the 
resolution, but suggested that if re- 
strictions were to be put in it might lie 
provided that the laborers be exclusively 
blondes not brunettes. He pointed out 
that it is not necessary to go across the 
line to find evidence of the cheapness of 
white labor, as on the O.P.B. the section 
men have been paid only $1.28 per day. 

alii. Glover* as seconder of the 
resolution was glad to find the council so 
unanimously in favor of it that ho need 
ubc no arguments in its support. 

The resolution was then amended by 
the addition of the Mayor's suggestion, 
making the concluding clause read — " so 
that the road may ho built exclusively 
by white labor and at the earliest pos- 
sible date," and in this form was 
adopted. 

WATERWORKS IMPROVEMENTS. 
The Water Commissioner's report, 
asked for previously by Aid. Partridge, 
was then read. It is in reply to his 
recent motion, and will be published to- 
morrow, being crowded out of this issue. 

LOAN BY-LAW. 
Ald. Tiarks moved for leave to intro- 
duce a by-law authorizing a loan for a 
stone and steel bridge across the Arm. 
Agreed to; by-law to bo introduced at 
.rest meeting. 

POLICE AFFAIRS, 

Ald. Glover asked that the petition 
ol the police, dented February 24 last, in 
the matter of the reduction of their 
wages, be taken ud. 

This was done, and it was re- 
solved that the petitioners be in- 
formed of the regret of the council 
that owing to the state of the finances 
their request to have their salaries re- 
stored to the old figures cannot be grant- 
ed, This was seconded by Aid. Wilson. 

Ald. Macmillax took occasion to crit- 
icise the manner in which some of the 
duties of the police are performed, es- 
pecially with reference to gambling. 

The Mayor said this matter was be- 
fore the police commissioners only a 
short time ago; the places hud been 
closed up at the beginning of the year, 
but somehow the evil seems to have 
come to life again. 
The resolution of regret was adopted.

Another Well Known Citizen Passes Away 
at the Age of Sixty-live. 

After a short illness Richard Broderick 
died yesterday at his residence, 150 Men* 
zies street, and Victoria loses another of 
those men who in the early days helped 
to lay the basis for her future business 
prosperity. Born in Liverpool, England, 
05 years ago, Mr. Broderick came to Vic- 
toria in lHnS and was the pioneer 
of the wharfage business here. 
Having amassed considerable money 
he went to California ten years later, but 
was not so fortunate in his ventures 
there. Returning to Victoria he again 
entered in tbo wharfage business and 
made considerable money during the 
construction of the C.l'.lt. After an- 
other short visit to California he even- 
tually entered on the business of steve- 
dore in Victoria, and continued in that 
occupation until his death, do- 
an extensive business for 
shippinc; firms as well as contracting 
for tlio Navy. A man of genial, cheery 
disposition, with a kind heart that made 
him ever ready to assist those in need, 
Mr. Broderick made many friends, not 
only in Victoria, but among the sea- 
faring men who visited this port. In- 
deed, .he was one of the best known 
men on the Coast, and ids 
death will bo heard of with 
sincere sorrow by his friends.
